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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 1 . Applicant argues on pages 9-1 0 that Yaworsky 
does not disclose having different worksites and having multiple repair lines 

-In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

2. Applicant argues on page 12 that in Swartz there is no evaluation to determine whether and sort of repair is required. 

-Note that the claims do not recite such a step, they simply require that "a decision on the repair line to which a part to be repaired will be 
sent being made after inspection of the parts". In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., evaluation for determining whether and sort of repair Is 
required on a part) is not recited in the rejected claim 1. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

3. Applicant argues on page 12 that work stations 30, 32 of Swartz are not "repair lines". 

-Examiner disagrees. Swartz discloses a fully customizable setup and the lines 30 and 32 can be called repair lines with repair defined as 
"restore by replacing a part or putting together to function properly". Also note that Yaworsky already teaches repairing turbine components, 
Swartz is being used for the separate lines for carrying out the repairs, not the specific repair steps. 

4. Applicants argues on pages 12-13 that the only decision for moving the parts in Swartz is regarding the air test and this is not carried out 
before the repair steps. 

-Note that this is not the stance that the examiner has taken in the rejection and therefore this argument is irrelevent. Note page 4 of the 
3/4/201 0 Office Action where the examiner recites that the decision for where they will be sent after inspection is performed when the robot 
decides that a part will go on one repair line when it picks up the module to take it to either line 30 or 32 (See Figs. 1, 3-5). Note that the 
claims do NOT require that the decision is based on an evaluation of condition of the components, but simply that a decision is made where 
it will be moved and thus the rejection is upheld. 
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
